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THE  WORLD  MISSION¬ 
ARY  CONFERENCE 


ORIGIN  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

This  Conference,  which  is  to  meet  in  Edin¬ 
burgh,  Scotland,  June  14-23,  1910,  is  the  third  of 
the  series.  The  first  general  Missionary  Confer¬ 
ence  was  held  in  London  in  1888,  and  the  second 
in  New  York  in  1900,  The  initiative  for  the  third 
Conference  was  taken  by  the  joint  action  of  the 
Scotch  and  American  Foreign  Missionary  Socie¬ 
ties  and  led  to  the  formation  in  June,  1907,  of  an 
Executive  Committee  representing  the  societies  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  A  similar  committee 
was  created  in  the  same  year  for  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  and  in  the  following  year  for 
the  continent  of  Europe. 

HOW  THE  MAIN  FEATURES  WERE  FIXED 

The  British  Executive  Committee  has  naturally 
had  the  leading  part  in  preparation  for  the  Con¬ 
ference.  The  American  Executive  Committee 
consists  of  twenty-one  men,  most  of  whom  are 
officers  of  various  missionary  societies.  In  order 
to  gain  time  and  fix  as  promptly  and  harmoniously 
as  possible  the  main  features  of  the  Conference, 
an  International  Committee  of  nineteen  members, 
including  representatives  from  Great  Britain, 
the  Continent,  and  the  United  States,  met  in  Ox¬ 
ford,  England,  in  July,  1908,  and  agreed  upon  the 
name,  the  basis  of  representation,  and  the  crea¬ 
tion  of  eight  Commissions  for  expert  investiga¬ 
tion.  To  this  Committee  was  also  committed  the 
.  program  for  the  Conference.  The  name  World 
Missionary  Conference  was  adopted. 
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BASig  OF  REPRESENTATION 

The  basis  of  representation  was  determined 
with  a  view  of  making  it  a  Conference  of  foreign 
missionary  societies  working  among  non-Chris¬ 
tian  peoples.  Societies  administering  funds,  send¬ 
ing  out  missionaries,  and  having  an  average  an¬ 
nual  home  income  for  the  past  three  years  of 
$10,000  and  upward,  devoted  to  work  among  non- 
Christian  peoples,  are  entitled  to  appoint  one 
delegate;  if  having  an  income  of  $20,000  or  more, 
tw'O  delegates,  with  an  additional  delegate  for 
every  $20,000  or  fraction  thereof  above  $40,000. 

Upon  this  basis  some  fifty-eight  missionary 
societies  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  have 
appointed  about  480  delegates  to  the  World  Mis¬ 
sionary  Conference.  They  are  also  appointing  an 
equal  number  of  representatives  to  the  Synod 
Hall  sessions,  which  are  to  be  held  simulta¬ 
neously  with  those  of  the  official  Conference  in 
Assembly  Hall.  There  will  also  be  about  25  dele¬ 
gates  at  large,  appointed  by  the  American  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  making  in  all  about  a  thousand 
Americans  who  will  attend  the  Conference  as 
delegates  and  representatives. 

SESSIONS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

The  Conference  will  consist  of  two  sections : 
the  Conference  proper  and  a  parallel  Conference. 
The  Conference  of  official  delegates,  appointed  by 
the  missionary  societies  and  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittees,  will  be  held  in  Assembly  Hall,  Edin¬ 
burgh,  beginning  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday, 
June  14,  and  closing  on  Thursday,  June  23.  The 
meetings  in  Synod  Hall,  to  which  the  missionary 
societies,  will  appoint  about  1,000  representatives, 
will  begin  Wednesday,  June  15,  and  close  Thurs¬ 
day,  June  23.  There  will  be  three  sessions  daily, 
and  the  reports  of  Commissions  and  other  sub¬ 
jects  considered  in  Assembly  Hall  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  in  Synod  Hall,  this  parallel  Conference 
being  somewhat  more  popular  and  inspirational 
in  character  than  the  other. 
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SCOPE  AND  CHARACTER  OF  THE 
CONFERENCE 

The  program,  reports  of  the  Commission?,  and 
statistics  of  mission  work  will  have  reference 
solely  to  missions  among  non-Christian  peoples. 
Experts  have  been  at  work  in  America,  Great 
Britain,  and  Europe  gathering  from  missionaries, 
native  Christians,  officers  of  missionary  societies, 
students  of  various  phases  of  missions  materials 
for  these  reports.  The  Conference  in  Assembly 
Hall  will  consider  these  comprehensive  and 
scientific  reports  concerning  the  foreign  mis¬ 
sionary  work,  with  findings  of  each  Commission 
summing  up  the  results  of  its  investigations. 

The  effect  of  the  Conference  must  be  great. 
The  scientific  investigation  of  the  problems  aris¬ 
ing  in  non-Christian  mission  fields,  which  the 
eight  Commissions  have  been  prosecuting  for 
nearly  two  years,  must  issue  in  results  of  the 
highest  value  to  the  Church.  They  will  show 
on  the  basis  of  expert  testimony  what  fields  are 
not  occupied  or  underoccupied ;  where  present 
conditions  require  a  stronger  emphasis  of  par¬ 
ticular  agencies  or  kinds  of  work ;  where  opportu¬ 
nities  and  emergencies  call  for  concentration  of 
all  available  forces ;  and  where  cooperation  is  the 
duty  of  the  hour.  The  lines  on  which  the 
Native  Church  may  be  developed  into  a  self- 
supporting,  self-governing,  and  self-propagating 
organization  will  be  indicated ;  also  how  the 
Church  at  home  may  secure  a  sufficient  force  o-f 
well-trained  men  and  women  for  missionary 
service  and  how  avail  itself  of  all  its  resources.

Commission  I,  “Carrying  the  Gospel  to  All  the 
Non-Christian  World,”  Mr.  John  R.  Mott,  Chair¬ 
man,  and  the  Rev.  George  Robson,  D.D.,  and  the 
Rev.  Julius  Richter,  D.D.,  Vice-Chairmen,  deals 
with  such  subjects  as  unoccupied  fields,  forces  re¬ 
quired  for  various  fields,  methods  of  advance  and 
.occupation,  and  will  present  exhaustive  statistical 
tables  and  maps. 
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Commission  II,  “The  Native  Church  and  Its 
Workers, the  Rev.  J.  C.  Gibson,  D.D.,  Chairman, 
and  the  Rev.  Walter  R.  Lambuth,  D.D.,  Vice- 
Chairman,  considers  the  many  questions  con¬ 
nected  with  the  organization,  development,  and 
efficiency  of  the  Native  Church. 

Commission  III,  “Education  in  Relation  to  the 
Christianization  of  National  Life,”  the  Bishop  of 
Birmingham,  Chairman,  and  Professor  Edward 

C.  Moore,  D.D.,  Vice-Chairman,  takes  into  view 
the  work  and  influence  in  the  foreign  field  of  in¬ 
stitutions  of  learning  and  literature  in  the 
preparation  of  leaders  for  the  Christian  ministry 
and  other  lines  of  service. 

Commission  IV,  “The  Missionary  Message  in 
Relation  to  Non-Christian  Missions,”  Professor 

D.  S.  Cairns,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Chairman,  and  Mr. 
Robert  E.  Speer,  M.A.,  Vice-Chairman,  will  en¬ 
deavor  to  show  what  elements  of  Christianity 
have  most  influenced  non-Christians,  and  the 
character  of  message  that  should  be  given  to 
Hindus  and  Buddhists. 

Commission  V,  “The  Preparation  of  Mission¬ 
aries,”  President  W.  Douglas  Mackenzie,  D.D., 
Chairman,  and  the  Rev.  Professor  J.  O.  F.  Mur¬ 
ray,  D.D.,  Vice-Chairman,  will  indicate  the  best 
methods  of  such  preparation  at  home  and  in  the 
field. 

Commission  VI,  “The  Home  Base  of  Missions,” 
the  Rev.  James  L.  Barton,  D.D.,  Chairman,  and 
Herr  Frederick  Wurz,  G.  W.  MacAlpine,  and  the 
Rev.  J.  P.  Maud,  Vice-Chairmen,  takes  up  the 
I  question  of  how  to  engage  the  energies  and  re¬ 
sources  of  the  whole  Church  in  the  missionary 
enterprise. 

Commission  VII,  “Relation  of  Missions  to  Gov¬ 
ernments,”  Lord  Balfour,  Chairman,  the  Hon. 
Seth  Low,  LL.D.,  Vice-Chairman,  enters  into 
consideration  of  those  governmental,  diplomatic, 
and  civil  questions  which  affect  missions. 
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Commission  VIII,  “Cooperation  and  Unity,’’ 
Sir  Andrew  H.  L.  Fraser,  LL.D.,  Chairman,  and 
Mr.  Silas  McBee,  Vice-Chairman,  deals  with  the 
many  movements,  under  this  head,  in  the  various 
fields,  and  the  advantages  and  possibilities  of 
union,  federation,  and  cooperation. 

PUBLICATION  OF  CONFERENCE  AND 
COMMISSION  REPORTS 

The  report  of  the  Conference  will  be  issued  in 
nine  volumes,  the  first  of  which  will  be  a  Report 
of  the  general  addresses,  while  the  others  will 
contain  the  reports  of  the  Eight  Commissions, 
with  an  account  of  the  discussions  at  the  Con¬ 
ference  on  these  reports.  The  volumes  will  be  of 
crown  8vo  size  (5x7^4  in.),  attractively  bound 
and  printed  on  good,  light  paper  in  clear,  readable 
type.  The  average  number  of  pages  in  each 
volume  will  be  from  300  to  350.  The  report  of 
each  Commission  will  form  a  continuous  narra¬ 
tive,  interesting  and  readable,  all  matter  of  a 
more  detailed  kind  being  relegated  to  appendices. 

These  volumes  will  be  something  entirely  new 
in  the  literature  of  missions,  differing  from  the 
reports  of  any  preceding  Missionary  Conference, 
inasmuch  as  they  represent  the  result  of  a  serious 
inquiry  extending  over  two  years  on  a  scale  alto¬ 
gether  beyond  anything  previously  attempted. 

The  British  Executive  Committee  has  resolved 
to  issue  these  volumes  at  a  very  low  price.  It 
will  be  necessary  at  the  subscription  rate  to  sell 
5,000  sets  to  recover  the  actual  cost  of  publishing, 
and  to  sell  10,000  sets  to  meet  the  total  cost  of 
producing  the  Reports.

Admission  to  Assembly  Hall,  where  the  Con¬ 
ference  proper  is  to  be  held  and  which  accommo¬ 
dates  over  2,000  persons,  will  be  by  ticket  only. 
The  floor  is  reserved  for  official  delegates.  Offi¬ 
cial  delegates  of  American  Societies  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  with  credentials  through  their  respective 
Boards,  which  they  will  exchange  in  Edinburgh 
for  official  tickets,  paying  a  registration  fee  of 
$2.50  and  receiving  free  of  charge  proof  slips  of 
the  Reports  of  Commissions  and  a  copy  of  the 
Conference  Hand  Book. 

The  galleries  of  Assembly  Hall  accommodate 
about  1,000  persons,  and  will  be  occupied  by  mis¬ 
sionaries  on  furlough,  wives  of  delegates,  and 
persons  holding  day  tickets.  Special  tickets  ad¬ 
mitting  to  all  meetings  in  Assembly  Hall  will  be 
furnished  to  missionaries  on  furlough,  at  $1.87, 
and  to  wives  of  delegates  at  $3.12.  The  approxi¬ 
mate  number  of  American  missionaries  who  can 
be  accommodated  in  the  gallery  of  Assembly  Hall 
is  70.  All  other  places  in  the  galleries  are  to  be 
occupied  by  holders  of  day  tickets,  the  price  of 
which  is  to  be  made  known  later.  It  is  not  in¬ 
tended  that  any  person,  excepting  the  two  classes 


above  named,  shall  purchase  tickets  for  more  than 
one  day.  The  purpose  is  to  permit  as  many 
different  persons  as  possible  to  have  a  day  with 
the  Conference. 

Admission  to  Synod  Hall,  which  will  accom¬ 
modate  over  2,000  persons,  will  also  be  by  ticket 
only.  The  entire  space,  except  a  certain  portion 
reserved  for  the  Scottish  Public  Meetings  Com¬ 
mittee,  will  be  assigned  to  the  Missionary  Socie¬ 
ties  proportionately,  that  is,  according  to  the 
number  of  delegates  to  which  each  Society  is  en¬ 
titled.  Season  tickets,  admitting  to  meetings  in 
Synod  Hall,  will  cost  $1.87,  but  a  certain  number 
of  seats  can  be  reserved  up  to  five  minutes  after 
each  meeting  commences  at  an  additional  charge 
of  $1.25,  or  $3.12  in  all. 

A  third  series  of  evening  meetings  will  be  held 
in  another  hall  or  church  in  Edinburgh  to  accom¬ 
modate  those  not  appointed  as  delegates  or  repre¬ 
sentatives.  Distinguished  speakers  will  address 
these  meetings,  which  will  be  open  to  the  general 
public.

TRANSPORTATION  FOR  AMERICAN 
.DELEGATES 

The  Bureau  of  University  Travel,  Trinity 
Place,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  with  the  approval 
of  the  American  Executive  Committee,  has  char¬ 
tered  the  Red  Star  Steamer  Kroonland  for  dele¬ 
gates  and  visitors  to  the  World  Missionary 
Conference.  It  will  sail  from  New  York  9  a.  m., 
Tuesday,  May  31,  arriving  in  Southampton  June 
9,  where  a  train  will  be  in  waiting  to  convey  to 
Edinburgh  those  who  wish  to  go  direct.  A  re¬ 
duction  in  rate  of  ten  per  cent  is  offered  by 
this  steamer,  the  minimum  price  to  Southampton 
being  $82.50.  The  bringing  together  of  members 
of  the  American  Executive  Committe'e  and  of  the 
Commissions,  with  hundreds  of  delegates,  all  pro¬ 
foundly  interested  in  the  missionary  cause,  will 
be  of  great  personal  and  social  advantage  to 
members  of  the  company.  The  Bureau  of  Uni¬ 
versity  Travel  will  glc.dly  arrange  for  passage  at 
minimum  rates  by  other  lines  for  those  who 
cannot  go  on  the  Kroonland. 

PRAYER  FOR  THE  CONFERENCE  AND  ITS 

WORK 

The  Conference  will  bring  together  those  who 
are  convinced  that  Christ’s  gospel  can  be  preached 
'  to  those  who  have  not  yet  heard  it  only  by  the 
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real  and  active  cooperation  of  the  Churches.  This 
work  must  be  done  by  representatives;  but  all 
Christians  can  by  prayer  and  intercession  make 
the  cause  of  the  Conference  their  own.  The 
evangelization  of  the  world  is  an  obligation  laid 
upon  every  one  baptized  in  the  name  of  Christ. 
This  obligation  means  in  its  simplicity  that  Chris¬ 
tians  everywhere  shall  ask  for  God’s  blessing 
upon  the  Conference.  An  outpouring  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  with  power  can  only  come  when  the  various 
communities  of  Christians  as  a  whole  stand  be¬ 
hind  those  who  lead  them  and  identify  themselves 
by  prayer  and  thanksgiving  with  God’s  redeeming 
purpose  for  the  world  through  and  in  the  name  of 
his  Son.  These  subjects  are  suggested  from 
Edinburgh. 

For  the  Missionary  Societies:  For  the  work 
accomplished;  that  each  may  contribute  to  the 
Conference  in  full  measure  the  fruit  of  its  expe¬ 
rience  and  receive  from  the  Conference  new  light 
•  and  life;  that  officers  and  members  of  the  Boards 
and  delegates  to  the  Conference  may  be  prepared 
to  learn  and  carry  out  the  will  of  God. 

For  the  Laborers  in  the  Fields.  That  through 
the  Conference  they  may  get  fresh  stimulus,  in¬ 
spiration,  and  guidance ;  that  defects  in  the  appre¬ 
hension  and  practice  of  Christianity  may  be  re¬ 
moved  ;  that  out  of  their  sacrifices  and  devotion 
to  the  work  there  may  come  more  abundant 
spiritual  blessings ;  that  the  Conference  may  re¬ 
sult  in  drawing  them  into  closer,  more  sympathetic 
touch  and  in  bringing  about  a  more  effective 
cooperation  between  foreign  and  native  workers. 

For  the  Commissions :  That  those  who  have 
undertaken  special  responsibilities  may  be  given 
strength  for  their  work ;  that  it  may  be  completed 
at  the  appointed  time ;  that  the  results  may  be  so 
formulated  as  to  achieve  the  great  purpose  in 
view;  that  through  the  Commissions  God  may 
make  known  his  will  to  the  Church;  and  that  in 
all  the  clear  guidance  of  God  may  be  given. 
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For  the  Conference :  That  those  having  the  ar¬ 
rangements  in  hand  may  constantly  seek  to  know 
the  will  of  God;  that  the  speakers  may  have 
divine  assistance  in  their  task;  that  the  spiritual 
motive  may  be  supreme  in  all  the  work  of  the 
Conference ;  that  all  who  participate  may  be  ever 
listening  for  the  voice  of  God;  and  that  through 
the  Conference  and  its  published  reports  all  the 
Churches  may  be  abundantly  blessed  in  their 
world-wide  endeavor. 

For  the  Awakening  of  the  Church  to  Its  Mis¬ 
sionary  Duty:  That  divine  forgiveness  may  be 
vouchsafed  for  things  undone,  for  slack  endeavor, 
for  blindness  to  opportunity ;  that  the  Church  may 
be  led  to  appreciate  its  responsibility  to  the  whole 
non-Christian  world;  that  God  may  use  for  this 
purpose  all  the  vehicles  available,  including  public 
meetings  and  the  press ;  that  truer  aims  and 
clearer  vision  may  come  to  leaders  in  the  Church ; 
that  the  Church  mav  be  willing  to  furnish  what 
is  needed  for  the  evangelization  of  the  world. 

For  Union  and  Cooperation:  That  God  be 
praised  for  the  deepening  spirit  of  unity;  that 
confession  be  made  for  unnecessary  divisions  in 
the  Church  and  for  personal  lack  of  love,  charit¬ 
able  judgment  and  sympathetic  understanding; 
that  God  may  grant  that  the  spirit  of  charity, 
mutual  forbearance,  and  generous  consideration 
for  others  may  prevail ;  that  the  Conference  may 
lead  to  greater  unity  in  missionary  work;  and 
that  it  may  contribute  to  the  unity  of  the  Church: 
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
